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Berlin Wall rebuilt 
around law center

Following the destruction of the 
Berlin Wall in East Germany, GW’s 
National Law Center has decided to 
reconstruct the structure around the 
NLC. 

NLC Dean Jerk Freeforall said he 
decided to rebuild the wall after the 
NLC ranked 23rd in the U.S. in a recent 
issue of U.S. News and World Report 

“I’m tired, sick and sick-and-tired of 
constantly saying GW is in the top 20 
schools and then appearing like a stupid, 
asinine schmuck when we don’t really 
rate that high,” he said. 

He said since the NLC can’t be 
ranked in the United States’ top 20, he 
will rank the school as the absolute best 
by seceding from Washington, D.C. and 
creating a separate country named 
Friedenthonia, founded on die exclu- 
sionary and elitist principles of Albania.

Valvano hired to corruptly run Colonials to probation

The search for a new GW men’s 
basketball coach ended yesterday when 
the Athletic Department announced 
they had hired highly respected Jim 
“Payoff’ Valvano to replaced former 
“Outstanding” coach John Custard. 

GW Athletic Butthead Steve Bilsky 
said the signing of Valvano, who has 
coached and conned his way through 
Iona and North Carolina State, was a 
real “steal” for the University. 

“We really could not ask for a more 
qualified person than Jim,” Bilsky 
boned. “Sure, Custard ran a clean prog- 
ram, but we really sucked. We are sick 


oflosing. Valvano might put us on prob- 
ation after two years, but at least we will 
win and by that time, I will be long gone 
to a better school.” 

Valvano said GW offers him many 
things.

GW gets Tractorplex Skyfield

In a continuing effort to improve 
GW’s athletic facilities, GW athletic 
supporter director Steve “Big Spen- 
der” Bilsky announced plans for a 
new “Skyfield” athletic complex, to 
be christened the Stupid Jerk Trac- 
totplex, which will be home to the 
school’s baseball, soccer, golf, 
rugby, lacrosse, ultimate frisbee, 
curling and diving teams. 

The complex, whose estimated 
cost is $666 billion, will be built 
above the Smith Center and have six 
different fields for all sports. 

“This is my best idea yet," Bilsky 
gloated. “I mean, I really went out on 
the limb when I hired, uh, fired 
Johnny-boy Q-stir, but this is just a 
product of my brilliant 
brainstorming." 


Money for the complex will come 
from the $800,000 donated by GW 
alumni to the sports department, plus 
a tuition increase that will raise 
GW’s price tag to $100,000 a year 
for full-time students.

“You ’ll get in to all events free and at 
least we will be number one in 
something.” 

The fields will be suspended from 
two giant letters, one a “G” and the 
other a “W” that span from Virginia 
Avenue to Pennsylvania Avenue and 
19th to 25th Streets. Entrance to the 
facility will be gained by taking 
elevators from the Smith Center to 
the Tractorplex, 5,000 feet above. 

“Sure, its high up, but where else 
did you want me to pul it?” barfed 
Bilsky. “The Denver Broncos play 
well in high altitudes, so I, the athle- 
tic genius I am, decided to build up,” 


Bilsky sees no pitfalls that could 
arise with D.C. government officials 
over the planned building. 

“Let’s face facts — this city is a 
shithole,” he heckled. “Our mayor is 
a crack-head, our president is a pud 
and the greatest thing about this town 
is the Redskins. Besides, we own 
most of it anyway, so we can do 
whatever we want.” 

GW baseball coach Jon Ding- 
lberry is happy with the proposed 
complex, which is to be completed 
by faB, 1990.
